Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

l have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  Hale  Urban  District  for  the  year  1963. 
Popnlati  on. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  for  mid-1963  at  13,570,  an  increase  of  300  on  1962 
and  330  on  1961* 

JSLdiis*. 

Registered  live  births  numbered  274  (l 29  male,  145  female)  giving  a standardised  rate  of  13*7  per 
1,000  population,  compared  with  17*2  in  1962,  an  increase  of  1*5.  The  rato  for  England  and  If  a Los  was  18*2. 

Ihe  number  of  births  in  Halo  for  1963  was  the  highest  ever  recorded,  even  exceeding  the  previous  highest 
peak  i n 1962  by  16* 

Of  the  274  births,  267  (l 26  male,  141  female)  were  legitimate,  and  7 (3  male,  4 female)  wore 
illegitimate.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  fell  to  2*55  compared  with  3 <*87  in  1962,  although  higher 
than  both  1961  (2*140  and  I960  (l*08>). 

There  were  4 stillbirths  (3  male,  1 female)  - i.o.  one  less  than  in  1 9620  The  rate  was  14“ 4 per 

1,000  total  births  compared  with  19*0  in  1962.  The  rate  for  Eng  Land  and  Hales  was  17*3. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  192  (99  male,  93  female),  a ratio  to  the 
population  of  1 in  01  or  a death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  12*3,  as  compared  with  13*1  in  1962  and 

an  average  of  13*4  for  the  previous  5 years.  This  was  a reduction  on  the  previous  yoar  which  was  the  hi gl 

recorded  (200). 

There  was  1 male  death  from  Tuberculosis  (aged  over  50)  during  tno  year.  This  was  the  first 
Tuberculosis  death  since  I960, 

There  were  35  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancor  as  against  29  in  1962,  32  in  1961,  and  34  in  1960  - 
a general  overall  increase.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  8 (5  male,  3 female),  as 
against  6 (5  male,  1 female)  in  1962,  and  7 (6  male,  1 female)  in  1961.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of 
cancor  was  2*2  per  1,000  population  and  that  from  cancer  o'F  the  lung  and  bronchus  0*51,  compared  with  2*2  and 
0*52  respectively  for  the  whole  of  tho  country. 

There  was  a pleasing  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  corebro-  and  card i a vascular 
systems  : 104  (55  male,  49  female),  compared  *iih  1962  when  1.24  deaths  (55  male,  69  female)  occurred.  Both 
corebro- vascular  lesions  (30)  and  coronary  artery  disease  deaths  (30)  fell  compared  with  1962  (36  cerebro- 
vascular and  30  coronary  artery  deaths). 

Deaihsfrom  acute  respiratory  disease  rose  to  25  in  1963  compared  with  14  in  1962  - these  were 
mainly  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  and  occurring  in  the  main  in  elderly  people., 

!t  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  remained  at  2 - the 
same  as  for  1962  - whorcas  over  the  whole  of  England  and  Hales  the  total  rose. 

Infant  Mortality,, 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 yoar  of  ago  registered  during  1963  number  3,  as  compared  with  2 in  1 962, 
and  1 in  1961.  Tho  rate  per  1,000  live  births  for  1963  was  10*9,  which  was  3«2  higher  than  for  1962,  while 
the  rate  of  England  and  Hales  was  21  «1. 

The  number  of  neonatal  deaths  was  2 giving  a rato  of  7,3  per  1,000  live  births.  The  figures  for 
1962  wore  2 and  7*7,  and  for  1961  -they  were  1 and  4*29  respectively.  The  rate  for  England  and  Ha'es  was 

14*2. 


it  is  very  distressing  to  report  2 maternal  deaths  during  the  year*  The  first  deaths  for  7 years, 
the  last  being  in  1956,  This  gives  a maternal  mortality  rate  of  7«19  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births* 


Details  of  these  two  deaths  were  as  follows  - 

(a)  Age  10  years  - causes  of  death  - pulmonary  collapse  and  cardiac  arrest  following 

Caesarean  delivery* 

(b)  Age  34  years  - cause  of  death  •-  Haemorrhage  and  shock. 


Infectious  Diseases* 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  rose  during  the  year  to  227  of  which  212  {9%)  were 
measles  cases,  compared  with  32  in  1962  of  which  34  (6%)  were  measles*  In  both  years  14  cases  of  dysentery 
came  to  light  and  in  1963  pneumonia  deaths  increased  by  5 to  10,  The  outbreak  of  measles  was  mi  Idor  than 
that  experienced  in  1961  when  300  cases  occurred. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning  reported. 

There  wore  2 new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (male  and  female  : both  young  persons  below  the  age  of  30) 
with  1 elderly  male  death.  There  arc  now  45  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  register  (33  pulmonary,  12  non- 
pulmonary)  a decrease  of  2 on  the  previous  year* 


During  1963  the  vexed  question  of  Fluoridation  of  wafer  supplies  was  considered  at  considerable 
length  by  the  Council,  i i uch  evidence  for  and  against  t ho  addition  of  F Luo  ride  to  the  water  in  concentrations 
of  1 p* p.m.  was  carefully  sifted  and  examined.  It  was  finally  decided  to  recommend  that  Fluoride  in  the 
above  concentration  bo  added.  However  as  Halo  U.D.C,  obtain  their  water  from  the  City  of  Manchester 
Waterworks  - it  was  necessary  i:  await  their  decision  on  this  important  question  as  to  whether  or  not  they 
wished  to  add  fluoride  to  their  own  supply.  This  has  been  deferred  for  2 years.

During  the  year,  the  final  provisions  of  this  very  important  Act  which  relates  to  Health  and  lie  [fare 
provisions  together  with  minimum  standards  of  permitted  office  accommodation  were  made  known. 


This  Act  mainly  comes  into  force  on  1st  August  1964,  and  has  already  increased  the  responsibility  of 
Mr*  Sealey  in  relation  to  inspection  and  registration  of  all  such  premises  within  the  Hale  Urban  District,  of 
which  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  250  premises  within  the  meaning  of  the  .Act*

ICE  CREAM  FREi IISES. 

Ice  Cream  is  now  manufactured  for  sale  at  only  1 premises  in  the  district.  In  that  case 
the  mix  is  pasteurised  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1 959  - new 
pasteurising  plant  having  been  installed  during  the  year.  Ice  Cream  is  also  sold  at  32  other  promises 
in  the  district,  in  each  case  under  satisfactory  conditions. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  aro  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  In  the  main  the 
12  butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Altrincham  and  Manchester*  16  inspections  have  been  made  of 
the  shops  and  vehicles,  and  the  moat  exposed  for  sale  was  of  reasonable  quality.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


The  work  of  the  Depart sent  in  this  connection  has  grown  considerably  in  the  past  few  years,  both 
in  the  number  of  houses  covered  and  in  the  increased  bulk  of  modern  refuse.  In  addition  the  Council  is 
called  upon  to  an  increasing  degree  to  move  surplus  household  goods  and  furniture.  The  work  of 
supervising  this  service  and  the  refuse  disposal  service  has  increased  by  an  even  greater  amount,  bearing  in 
mind  the  labour  problems  of  today. 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the  whole  district. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council  as  required.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  are  at  present  100  houses  in  the  district  draining  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks* 
including  only  1 "multiple  property  tank11  in  the  district  serving  14  houses. 


REFUGE  DISPOSAL. 


Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Grove  Lane.  It  was  necessary  for  a short  time 
during  the  year  to  tip  into  part  of  the  water  area*  Every  effort  is  made  to  cut  the  pond  into  segments 
by  means  of  causeways  made  of  inert  tipping  material.  Although  this  tends  to  reduce  the  life  of  the  tip, 
now  estimated  at  4 to  5 years,  it  is  essential  if  we  are  to  conduct  future  tipping  operations  without 
nuisance*  Corap  Lai  nts  during  the  year  were  few,  and  were  largely  directed  to  smoke  from  fires  which  are 

almost  entirely  deliberately  ignited  by  trespassers  at  night  and  weekends.  The  Council  has  entered  into 
joint  discussions  with  Sale,  Altrincham,  Bowden  and  Buck  low  Councils  with  a view  to  considering  joint 
refuse  disposal  arrangements  for  the  future.

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Council's  workmen,  trained  in  disinfestation  methods*
